“Until the present year poth the old 
parties put into their platforms a demand 
for the restoration of silver, but coupled 
with it qualifying and ambiguous phrases 
that negatived the demand, and then ral- 
lied the voters of the west and south for 
silver, and the northeast for the gold stand- 
ard on the same platform.

So successfully has it exposed the 
short comings of the two old parties, so 
vigorously arraigned them for the betrayal 
of the people; so vigorously has-it taught 
the principles of true democracy and true 
republicanism, that one of these old par- 
ties has been forced to retrace its erring 
steps and cast off for the time being, at 
least, itS base and treacherous leaders 

“It was the people's party that brought 

the all-important’ overshadowing: ques- 
tion of financial reform to the front. It 
was the people's party that made it !m- 
possible for the old parties to longer Keep 
in the background the real national ‘s"..es 
while they fought sham battles over the 
tariff and other minor local issues. The 
people's party is the regl force, the main 
spring behind this great political revolu- 
tion.

Therefore, there was never greater need 
for the continued existence and vigorous 
growth of our party than now. Without 
it, the democratic party, if in power, could 
not redeem its pledges. Without it the 
next national convention of the democratic 
party would repudiate the platform it has 
so recently adopted at Chicago, and Mr.

It recognized in 
this young patriot of the west a man who 
stands in the broadest and truest sense for 
American institutions and American princi- 
ples—a man as worthy and as true as any 
one within our ranks, and, besides, one who 
has already several millions of votes pledg- 
ed to his support, and who, therefore, we 
could be sure of electing in the present 
contest. 

“Thus was presented to us an opportun- 
ity to elect this year a man who would be 
the first friend of the people in the white 
house in twenty years, such a man as the 
people’s party had scarcely hoped to elect 
before 1900. 

“If the democratic party had been true 
to the people and its own platform in its 
selection of a candidate for vice president, 
we would not now have the honor of ad- 
dressing you, one of the worthiest and 
most beloved sons of the people’s party, 
in this official capacity, for in that event 
the people’s party would have nominated 
the whole democratic ticket by even a 
larger majority than it nominated Mr.

SAYS HIS WIFE IS INNOCENT 


Note Sent to Him Was Written by 


Another Woman. 


SAYS SHE IS WELL KNOWN IN GEORGIA 


Scandal Would Result if It Should Be 
Divulged—Brinson’s Connection 
with the Case. 


Savannah, Ga., Séptember 14.—Special.)— 
Another chapter in that ‘““Tybee sensation” 
has been written, this time by Judge H. 
D. D. Twiggs, whose name was so freely 
used in the story which formed the first 


chapter. 

The truth of the first report had been 
vigorously denied, and the interest in it had 
begun to die out when a statement was 
given to the press by Judge Twiggs in 
justice, as he explains, to his innocent wife. 

This statement from Judge’ Twiggs is of 
itself highly sensational, for it involves two 
people of social prominence, and naturally 
it is the talk of this part of Georgia where 
all concerned are so well known. 

The Original Story. 

The original story was sent to a northern 
newspaper. In it the name of Mrs. Twiggs 
was used in connection with that of George 
M. Brinson, one of the prominent men of 
Emanuel county. Referring to this, Judge 
Twiggs writes: 

“The statements contained in this 
tribution to the press by some irresponsi- 
ble and reckless bohemian are absolutcly 
without the slightest foundation in fact, 
and are false in every particular. They 
are as follows: That a letter was written 
by Mrs. Twiggs to Mr. Brinson, inviting 
him to go on a pleasure trip to Tybee, and 
asking him to bring along a friend as she 
(Mrs. Twiggs) had a young woman friend 
who would accompany her. That this let- 
ter was picked up by some men at Collins, 
Ga., where Brinson had dropped it, in re- 
moving his handkerchief, and mailed it to

The Facts in the Case. 


Judge Twiggs goes on to give the facts in 
the case and this is the story he has to

“No such letter was ever written by Mrs.

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NORWEGIAN BARK CRIPPLED. 


Viva Encounters a Terrible Storm Out 
from Savannah. 

New York, Septerber 14.—The Norwegian 
bark Viva was towed into port this morn- 
ing in a crippled and partially dismasted 
condition. having met with a terriffie hur- 
ricane on September Sth, when 140 miles 
south off Nantucket light ship. She was 
bound from Savannah with a cargo of na- 
val stores and left the former port on 
August 3ist. 

The voyage was without incident until 
September 9th when the wind blew a per- 
fect hurricane. The Viva was under short 
sail at the time, but the wind soon blew 
the canvas to ribbons and also blew away 
the sails, which had been snugly furled 
on the yards. The bark heeled over more 
and more until the port bulwark was en- 
tirely submerged and the water came up 
to the main hatchway. As she did not 
right herself, Captain Jansen decided to cut 
away the foremast and after an hour's 
work, the standing rigging was cut away 
and the mast went by the board. The bark 
gradually righted, but the weight of the 
water on the decks broke the port bul- 
warks and waist. The heavy spars which 
had been cut away were towing alongside, 
being held by the port rigging and pounded 
the vessel’s side, doing damage to the 
metal. Finally the crew succeeded in cut- 
ting them adrift. 

An inventory of the damage showed that 
the main top gallant mast and mizzen top- 
mast had been carried away with all at- 
tached; the largest life boat was badly 
stove; the water tanks were burst and 
there was a variety of minor damages 
about the decks. The loss of canvas was 
serious, but spare sails were bent on the 
vessel headed for this port for repairs. 


BUILT ON THE LAND. 
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A Pier Recently Constructed at Cleve 
land, Ohio. 

There has fust been built in Cleveland, by 
Colcnel Jared A. Smith, government ¢i- 
gineer in charge of the harbor work, te 
queerest crait that has ever been floated.

EACH MAN HIS OWN POLICEMAN 


A Novel Device for Catching Pick- 
“pockets. 
From The New York Journal. 

The thief who tries to steal the contents 
of a man’s trousers pocket hereafter is 
likely to be caught. It. will not be by the 
police, at first, but after a fashion that 
will pain him. He will be literally hooked. 

William Sarlind, a sailor, is the man who 
angled for the pickpocket fish, and when 
he did bite there was no escape for him. 

Sarlind’s pocket had been lined with a 
double row of hooks. The upper row was 
sewn on the cloth next to the body, with 
the heads up. Just below it was the sec- 
ond row, sewed on with the heads down. 

Thus it will be seen that the thief’s hand 
must encounter the hooks the moment he 
tries to thrust it into the pocket of the 
intended victim. When he tries to with- 
draw it the upper set of hooks will take a 
hand. The only escape for the pickpocket 
will be to pull his hand from the hooks 
minus such portions as they remove. 

The experience with this anti-pickpocket 
device took place at Mrs. May Sarlind’s 
sailor boarding house, at No. 206 Stuart 
street. William Sarlind had been robbed 
several days before, and so the trap was 
set to catch the thief. 

William Brown, who turned out to be a 
veteran thief, was suspected, and so when 
Sarlind retired for the night he exhibited 
quite a sum of money in Brown's presence, 
carelessly dropped it in the fortified pocket, 
then went to his room and pretended to go 
to sleep. 

A few hours later a howl of anguish 
came from Sarlind’s room, followed by 
sounds as if soméone was trying to cut a 
pigeon-wing. When a light was brought it 
was found that Brown's hand was in Sar- 
lind’s pocket, and for the life of him he 
couldn’t withdraw it. 

When the policeman who had been sum- 
moned arrived and tried to pull Brown's 
hand away from the hooks, he found the 
firmly wedged in the flesh that 


barbs so 
cut them out with his pocket 


he had to 
knife. 

Although this ingenious sailor man be- 
longed in San Francisco, ani made there 
the first trial of his thief-catching device, 
the idea is too good nox to become popular 
in New York, where there are so many peo- 
ple who are eternally trying to get their 
nands into other people's pockets. 

The fishhook itself is hardly an instru- 
ment which a landsman in any ordinary 
walk of life would adopt for the lining of 
his pocket, even for defense against pick- 
pockets. But some modification or im- 
provement of the idea is certainly feasible, 
and even the small proportion of pocket- 
picking cases which find their way into tie 
courts convince one that there is crying 
need for some invention. of the kind. 

Man’s ingenuity has labored hard and 
long at the solution of this problem. But- 
tons—and invisible buitons, too, sewn on 
the under side—have been employed to Keep 
the pockets closed against the light-fingered 
intruder. But it is a very simple matter 
for his legerdemain to undo these fasten- 
ings in the midst of a jostling, pushing 
crowd and take the pocket’s contents, 

There is no hope for the pickpocket who 
gets his hand into a pecket that is lined 
with fishhooks. He cannot get away with- 
out taking the garment with him. Every 
man who has ever been a boy knows that 
it takes half an hour and some surgery to 
remove one fishhook from the ficsh. How 
much more inevitable must be the clutch 
when there {fs a pocketful of hooks instead 
of one! 

And, after all, there arises the annoying 
truth that the man who his his pocket 
defended with a cheveaux de frise of fish- 
hooks is apt to have soine difficulty in get- 
ting at his pocketbook when he wants to 
use it himself.

OUR GOLD MINES 


What a Government Official Thinks of 
Our Georgia Deposits. 


RICH IN PRECIOUS ORE 


Hon. W. W. Murray Tells of His Visit | 


to the Mining Regions of 
This State. 


— 


Hon. William W. Murray, one of the 
judges of the United States court of private 
land claims, is in Denver enjoying a few 
days of Colorado’s climate and incidental- 
ly looking into and investigating the man- 
ner of the treatment of gold ore in Colo- 
rado. Judge Murray is perhaps as well 
informed upon the Georgia goldfields as 
any man in the tropic gold country, says 
The Denver Times, which publishes an in- 
teresting interview with him. His opinion 
therefora of the ultimate result of the ex- 
periments that are being made to treat the 
gold of Georgia, are especially noteworthy. 
Said Judge Murray: 

“I should hesitate some time before at- 
tempting in a newspaper interview to say 


} much about the Georgia gold fields unless 
fF you would let me fully state what I know 


about them, as I do not wish to be misun- 
derstood nor to have one of my state’s re- 
sources misunderstood. But it may be a 
surprise to The Times readers to Know that 
rich gold fields exist in Georgia. Such, 
however, is the fact. The Rocky mountain 
readers generally suppose that rich gold 
mines are to be found only in some compar- 
atively wild section, where snow is plenty 
for many months in the yar, and wild 
beasts roam without molestation, except 
by the occasional invasion by some wild 
tribe of Indians. But inasmuch as you have 
known me personally from your child- 
hood, I will venture to tell you what I 
think I Know about a gold region in one 
of the finest climates in the United States, 
in and around a town of several hundred 
inhabitants, with hotels, churches, news- 
papers, schools, etc., where mining opera- 
tions can be carried on every month in the 
year; where vater and timber are plenty, 
and labor cheap, and where the children of 
the miners can enjoy the privilege of at- 
tending the North Georgia college ten 
months in the year, and the entire family 
attend church together every Sunday if 
they desire to do so. 


A Personal Investigation. 

“In the fall of 1889 I went to Lumpkin 
county to investigate that locality for my- 
self with a view of making some invest- 
ments for myself and others in a small 
way, provided I should, after an examina- 
tion, consider the fleld a promising one. I 
recognized the fact that I was what 
miners call a ‘tenderfoot,’ and concluded 
it would be best to go slow. The first six 
or eight months I spent in the examination 
of what was thought by Georgia miners 
to be the largest and best gold belt in the 
country, and in testing the sulpheretted or 
refractory ore, which was at that time con- 
sidered by most Georgia people as worth- 
less. Since that time I have been mining 
in a small way, and prospecting undevel- 
oped property and treating ores, etc. I be- 
lieve I may say without being considered 
egotistical, that I am at least ta some ex- 
tent qualitied to give an opinion as to the 
quality, character and value of the ore in 
the locality I have examined. 

‘The southern gold belt extends from 
North Alabama through Georgia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and Virginia, but 
what I have to say will be confined to what 
is known as the Dahlonega belt, which is 
about ten miles long and three and a half 
miles wide, situated about seventy-five 
miles west of Atlanta. The town of Dah- 
lonega is the county seat and the place 
where a United States mint was located 
prior to the late war. I confine myself to 
that belt for the reason that practically all 
of my investigations and development work 
have been confined to it. I believe it to be 
the richest gold belt on this continent, and 
while it is one of the oldest, it is, so far as 
development is concerned, one of the 
newest. 


Surface Mining. 


“It is true that surface mining in a crude 
way has been carried on in that locality 
for years, and much gold taken out of the 
branches, creeks and from surface ore, yet 
the belt is practically undeveloped. I do 
not believe there is now, or ever has been 
a mil! in the county, except one Huntington 
mill, that would pay expenses in any other 
mining country in the world, where the 
same methods were employed. The ma- 
chinery used is the most primitive, the old 
stamp mill with four-foot copper plate be- 
ing generally used. The quartz, slate and 
clay, is washed with water from the moun- 
tain sides through flumes into a bin at the 
mill, and the entire mass of mud and ore 
thrown into the battery by hand with 
shovels, and water enough turned on to 
flood the mass through the screens and 
over the nlates, The coarse particles of 
gold remein in the Littery and a small per 
cent of the fine gold is caught on the plates, 
but a very small per cent. 

“The larger per cent of the free gold 
passes over th plates with the heavy black 
sand and mud into the branches and rivers. 
But tne cost of mining and milling the 
cre by this method is so little that with 
large tonnage capacity much money can 
be made until the wre ceases to be free mill- 
ing and becomes sulphuretted, or refractory, 
and cannot be t:eated on stamp mills. 
When that class of ore is reached it is at 
once abandoned and the plant removed to 
some new place, and another cut made in 
the side of the mountain, where the same 
process is continued. 

“In other words, when the large bodies 
of rich refractory ore are reached, showing 
a real gold mine of great value, it is aban- 
doned as worthless, and the rich lodes al- 
lowed to be covered up by the clay and 
Slate washed out by rain from the old cuts. 
At this time there are possibly 19% stamps 
running in the county and one Huntington 
mill has recently been put up. Two dredge 
boats are employed in dredging the Chesta- 
tee river and one other is in process of 
construction. 


A Placer Mine. 


“One placer mine is being worked on a 
large scale and quite a number of others 
in a small way. There are large bodies 
of hard quartz which are in the main free 
milling and large veins of saprolite ore, 
free milling, which woUld pay well to 
handle on a large plant. I was informed 
by the superintendent of the Finley mine 
that he has uncovered a hard quartz vein 
140 feet wide. At the Lockhart mine (one 
of the oldest in the country) I am reliably 
informed that many years ago a hard 
quartz vein was opened which was 250 feet 
wide and twelve feet thick: that hundreds 
of tons were milled off of the top of tha 
vein which averaged five pennyweights per 
ton. This vein was cut by tunnels, and 
several years ago the timbers gave way, 
closing up the tunnels. Since that time 
no effort has been made until recently to 
uncover this large body of ore. 

“The Crown Mountain mine. within one- 
half mile of the courthouse, was thotzht 
to be of but little value a shor? time ago. 
Practically no development wurk§ had ever 
been done on it. In the last twelve months 
I have had about 1,000 fext of tu nels cut 
at different points in the moun: ‘n, and 
have opened in addition te «a tm.u. er of 
hard quartz veins the largest a *hest 
saprolite vein ever opened in f°. 4

3 Another Test. 

“Not satisfied with the result I sent 3,200 
pounds to a Huntington mill and got four 
pennyweights and eight grains per ton, 
The assay value of the ore is, I should say, 
not less than $7 or $8 per ton. At the Jum- 
bo mine there is a hard quartz vein more 
than 300 feet wide, that will assay from $2 
to $0. The ore is free milling for about

thirty-five feet, when it becomes sulphur-. 


etted. At the Mary Henry Mine I have re- 
cently opened large bodies of sulphurated 
ore. The ore from six veins, assaying from 
$9 to $82.75 per ton, the average being about 
$30 per ton. A large sulphuretted vein was 
recently uncovered in an old abandoned 
cut at the Baste mine and is quite rich. I 
do not know what the average of the ore 
is. Tests and assays from this vein as far 
as made show the ore to be worth from 
one and a quarter to twenty-nine ounces 
per ton. 

“The average will run high, and the ore 
is richer as it goes down. I have a letter 
this morning informing me that some of 
the ore being taken out will run as high 
as fifty ounces. This is only one of many 
large. rich bodies of refractory ofe aban- 
doned in cuts and at other places, for the 
reason that it could not be treated in 
stamp mills. While much money can and 
will be made on large plants out of the 
numerous large bodies of hard quartz (free 
milling) and the large bodies of saprolite 
ore which run through this belut. in my 
opinion the great wealth of the count is 
in the sulphuretted or refractory ores. The 
bodies of ore are large and will go down 
as far as anv one will ever follow them. 
The veins are fissures without doubt. [I 
have only mentioned a few of the large 
bodies of ore in this belt, but enough to give 
you some idea of the future of the country. 
There has been no deep mining done on 
the belt. The greatest depth reached any- 
where in the state, so far as I know, is in 
Cherokee county, at the Creighton mine, 
T understand they are down between 6006 
and 790 feet. The bodies of ore cre large, 
ana the walls hard and well defined.

“In regard to the price of mines, I can oa 


say only that they are much cheaper than 
the same class of mines in the west. A 
mine with us does not mean any specffie 
quantity of land. In many instances seve 
eral hundred acres along one cf our richest 
belts is called one mine. In this connection 
allow me to say that if Lumpkin county 
was anywhere in Colorado, where it would 
be subject to the mining laws of the United 
States, it would be staked off into mines 
and in a few weeks you would have more 
excitement over it than you had over Crip- 
ple Creek. The land was originally owned 
by the state and surveyed in Lumpkin 
county into forty-acre lots. The mining 
laws of the United States have no aprplica- 
tion to any of the mineral lands in Georgi. 

“There is no longer any doubt but what 
our refractory ores can he successfully and 
cheaply treated by the Theis Barral chior- 
ination process. This question bcing set- 
tled, I see no reason why the southern gold 
belt should not soon be the great gold pro- 
ducing section of this country. At the 
Heile mine in South Carolina the ore is 
sulphureited, ard assays oniv $4. per ton, 
Yet that mine has been paying 2 dividend 
for several years. Within the last two years 
twenty stamps have been added makitty 
sixty. Before th's chlorination process wags 
tried the mine hac heen practically abandon- 
ed on account of the refractory ore. At the 
Creighton mine, in Cherokee county, @ 
similar plant has been in successful opera- 
tion more than twelve months. I have been 
informed that the Mecklinburg Iron Works 
Compary in North Carolina will put up 
plants and guarantee a saving of 92 per 
cent. of an assay of ore. 

Good Money. 

“The superintendent of the Creighton 
mine told me some time since that he could 
make good money out of sulphuretted ore 
vorth only $5.85 per ton. I feei safe in say- 


‘ing that we have miliions of tons -in the 


Dahlonega belt which can be mined cheap- 
Iv worth much more than that amount. 
What we need is men who have money to 
put up machinery to treat our refractory 
ores, and plants with sufficient tonnage 
capacity to work profitably our large bodies 
of low grade free milling ore. To this 
should be ‘added 
common business sense.

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The Maine Election. 

No democratic hopes were based upon 
the result of yesterday's election in 
Maine, and no significance whatever at- 
taches to the information that the repub- 
lican state ticket has been elected by the 
usual majority. 

Aside from putting out a ticket as in 
past years the democrats made no 
special effort to carry the state. It was 
deemed unnecessary, as Maine has al- 
ways been recognized as one of the 
strongest centers of republicanism in 
the union.

Does Georgia Want This? 

Now that the primary by which South 
Carolina has selected her candidate for 
the United States senate has passed by 
there are some lessons growing out of it 
which might well be studied by Geor- 
gians. 

In the progress of that canvas charges 
were made by both sides which have led 
to the discredit of the dispensary sys- 
tem which has been in existence in that 
State. Under the rule of Governor Till- 
man and of his successor, this dispen- 
sary system, by which the state assumed 
to go into the liquor business and to take 
it out of the hands of individuals, has 
been kept a close secret. Murmurs there 
were at various times of scandals in the 
control of that system, and the charges 
made during the late campaign were of 
such a character as to make it certain 
that the South Carolina dispensary sys- 
tem must become a thing of the past. 

Without attempting to take the part 
of either side, or without expressing be- 
lief the guilt of any of the officials 
concerned, it still remains that the dis- 
pensary system has led to scandals 
which will continue ‘to curse South 
Carolina for a half century. There is a

political party in this state which has 
adopted a platform calling for the estab- 
lishment in Georgia of a system similar 
to that which has proved so scandalous- 
ly rotten in the state of South Carolina. 
There is an eloquent candidate for the 
governorship going up and down this 
state, calling upon the people to turn 
over to the control of state officials the 
liquor business of the community. Are 
Georgians ready toe see their state turned 
into a huge beer garden, where the gov- 
ernor would be no more than the head 
constable of a distillery; and where our 
judges, solicitors and legislators would 
be drummers for the huge state sTOs~ 
shop? 

The leading characteristic of Georgia 
since her first establishment as a colony 
has been that of conservatism. lLven 
within the lifetime of the first colonists 
there were wild and visionary people 
who demanded that the public should 
take all kind of impossible actions; but 
these people were wise and cons¢etva~ 
tive and frowned down every hair 
brained proposition which was made 
by wild enthusiasts. Even today that 
conservatism will not fail the state of 
Georgia. ‘The people of this state have 
shown their honest preference for ef- 
fective prohibition by making it a mat- 
ter of local option, by placing it within 
the power of each community to rid it- 
self of that disturber which has ruined 
The wisdom of this 
legislation can never be doubted, for it 
is of that kind which ¢alls to itS sup- 
port the active co-operation of all peo- 
ple interested, and consequently never 
stands as a dead letter upon the statute 
books. These people, however, who 
have secured such a triumph, who have 
made such good use of their opportuni- 
ties, will not trade it away in order to 
take up some fatuous’ scheme, 
will only result in the same sort of cam- 
paign as that just held in South 
Carolina. 
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Cuba’s War Minister Is Sanguine. 

General Roloff, the Cuban minister of 
war, who is on a short visit to this coun- 
try, is disposed to take a hopeful view 
of the struggle which is now geing on 
between that island and Spain. 

In a recent interview published in The 
New York Sun General Roloff takes the 
position that Cuba has already made 
decided gains and that with 50,000 extra 
guns she could easily secure her inde- 
pendence within the next few months. 

To quote the exe«t language of the 
war minister General Roloff said: 

Spain is making now her last effort to 
suppress the rebellion: but she will not 
succeed. The 40,000 men who are about to 
land in Cuba will not change the milita- 
ry situation. There will be some more 
fighting, and that will be all. If, as they 
say, Spain sends 50,000 or 60,000 more men, 
and thus increases her army in Cuba to 

250,000 exclusive of guerrillas and volun- 

teers, she may force us to resort to the 

gucrrilla warfare, instead of operating, 
as we do now, in large masses. I am per- 
fectly satisfied that 75,000 Spanish sol- 
diers cannot conquer General Maceo in 

Pinar de! Rio. If we had 50,000 rifles the 

war would be over within three months. 

As things are, however, it will last one 

year more, We are well prepared for the 

winter campaign. Last year, when Gen- 
eral Maceo began his march to the west, 
we had hardly 400,000 cartridges in the 

whole island. Now we have nearly 4,000,- 

000, and, what is more important, there 

is not the slightest doubt as to the feel- 

ing of the country in favor of the revo- 

lution. 
Touching upon the attitude of § the 
American press toward the Cubans in 
their efforts to throw off the voke of 
Spain, General Roloff expressed his own 
gratitude and that of his people for the 
sympathetic interest which the Ameri- 
can papers had taken. 

On account of his official connection 
with the Cuban government the views 
of General Roloff constitute by far the 
most valuable light whieh has yet been 
thrown on the present revolutionary 
struggle. 
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Our New Torpedo Boat. 

Last week the largest and fastest tor- 
pedo boat yet built for our navy was 
launched. 

The craft is one of a pair ordered from 
a firm in Bristol under a special act of 
congress approved March 2, 1895. Its 
speed is 244%, knots and its workmanship 
in every detail represents the latest im- 
provements in the builder's art. 

The cost of the boat is $144,000. In 
eonsideration of the material used and 
the fact that it surpasses any boat of 
its kind in the rate of speed which it 
makes the cost is considered within the 
bounds of economy. 

Though still weak in comparison with 
European nations our war fleet is rap- 
idly increasing in naval strength.

Now, there’s the pres- 
ident, sitting up there in his easy chair, 
smoking fine cigars, having a big time and 
drawing a big salary, while we poor devils 
are slaving our lives out and getting poor 
pay. He’s got a snap; we are slaves.” 

“I'm a perfect slave,’’ I heard a man 
who draws a $25,000 salary say the other 
day. ‘I’ve got so much to look after that 
it just chains me to my office eighteen 
hours a day. I haven't a moment I could 
call my own.” ‘ 

“If we only had a snap like the old 
man, wouldn't we be in it?’ one of his 
clerks said. ‘“‘Twenty-five thousand a year 
and does as he pleases. Here we are work- 
ing like slaves at $0 a month. We never 
see a moment’s recreation.”

Speaking of the phenomenal growth of 
the free coinage movement within the last 
twelve months Chaigyman Jones continued: 

“A year ago last August some silver 
democrats met in Washington and issued 
a statement explaining their belief that 
with proper effort the silver democrats 
could control the next national convention. 
At that time the press ridiculed us and pre- 
dicted the early. death of silver sentiment. 
They continued saying it would die out, 
until the Chicago convention, then two- 
thirds of the delegates were for -silver. 
Ever since then we have been told by 
the republicans that s‘lver sentiment was 
dying out. The silver sentiment vill con- 
tinue to ‘die out’ as it has heen doing. Ar- 
kansas shows how it is dying. I predict- 
ed a democratic majority of 40,000. It 
seems to be nearly double that figure. This 
is more than. the combined populist and 
democratic vote of two years ago.”’ 


Chairman Jones is not alone in his be- 
licf that New York state will ge demo- 
cratic this fall. Seretor Faulkner is of 
the same opinion and is even more confi- 
dent in his prediction. Said he last week 
on his return to Washington, after a brief 
sojourn in New York: 

“It may ceem a wild statement, but all 
of the leaders with whom I talked assured 
me that New York would give 100,000 for 
Bryan. I know that organized labor In 
New York and Brooklyn are with Bryan, 
and the reports from the upper part of the 
state continue to show most remarkable 
gains for the democrats. Mr. Elliott S. 
Danforth, who, it will be remembered, pre- 
sided over the Rrvan notification mecting 
in New York, told me that in his town 
the meeting to elect deleagtes to the state 
convention brought out a larger audience 
than had ever been known before. The 
opera house,: which had previously been 
sufficient to accommodate all the demands 
made upon it at any political meeting, was 
too small for the immense crowd that had 
gathered, and overflow meetings were held 
in the streets. In my opinion, two-thirds 
of the delegates to the state convention 
will be instructed to vote for an in ®rse- 
ment of Bryan and Sewall.” 


Colonel Jesse R. Grant, the youngest son 
of the late General U. S. Grant, is a warm 
advocate of free coinage and intends to 
make a winning fight for Bryan on the 
Pacific coast. 

On account of his views on the money 
question Colonel Grant has found it neces- 
sary to withdraw from the republican 
party. 

In a letter recently addressed to 
father-in-law, W. S. Chapman, ol 
Francisco, Colonel Grant says: 

“I believe honestly in the great advan- 
fge to this country of the free coinage of 
silver. It does not mean repudiation of 
our debts, at home or abroad. We could 
not pay our debis with both gold and 
silver, even if we had it all, our mortgages 
being equal to the enormous sum of $12,- 
000,000, 000, 

“These debts will have to be paid in pro- 
duce, and anything that will raise the 
value of this will, I believe, benefit all 
classes. ; 

“If we can double the price of a silver 

rupee we can double the price of wheat 
that comes into competition with our 
wheat, and therefore double our wheat as 
to its debt-paying capacity. 
“The same argument holds good in the 
silver peso of the Latin-American coun 
tries, and the price of our meats and live 
stock. It holds good, too, in the silver 
ruble and the price of oil. 

“It holds good in many ways too numer- 
ous to mention. Instead of foreigners pur- 
chasing the product of our silver mines at 
the rate of about 70 cents per ounce, and 
with this silver buying produce (some of 
which comes in direct competition eee 
our productions), from South America an 
the orient, they would have to pay at the

Georgia Mining Company Stock Will Be 
Seld Tomorrow. 


COURT CANNOT PREVENT IT

Judge Lumpkin Makes an Important 


Decision in the Case. 


BUT AN APPEAL WILL BE TAKEN FROM IT

The Court Says That He Has No Ju- 
risdiction and Declines To Inter- 
fere in the Sale.

Judge J. H. Lumpkin has denied the peti- 
tion for injunction restraining the Metro- 
politan Trust Company from selling certain 
parcels of the stock of the Georgia Mining, 
Manufacturing and Investment Company. 

The court refuses to interfere in the mat- 
ter, and unless the New York courts take 
a hand, 278 shares of the stock and holdings 
of the company will be placed on the block 
in New York tomorrow to be disposed of 
to the highest. bidders. 

Judge Lumpkin heard the case yesterday 
morning, and after a careful consideration, 
concluded that the court could not interfere. 
He says that it is not within the province 
of his court to restrain the sale of the 
stock by the Metropolitan Trust Company, 
“because the court is without jurisdiction 
to enjoin the trustee or to compel it to 
come within the jurisdiction of the state 
and litigate here; and second, because if 
the parties were all within the jurisdiction 
the stocks and bonds having been trans- 
ferred as security for the bonds issued by 
the Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and 
Investment Company, they could not be 
taken out of the hands of the creditors so 
secured, or their trustees, without redeem- 
ing them.’’ 

The decision is one of the most important 
ever made by Judge Lumpkin and it in- 
volves several hundred thousand dollors’ 
worth of property. The decision does not 
end the case. The attorneys will take the 
matter to the supreme court and a long 
legal fight is now on. If the trust com- 
pany sells the bonds and stocks the oppo- 
sition will endeavor to prevent the buyers 
from taking charge of the property and no 
end of litigation will result. It is claimed 
that the sale of the property in parcels 
will injure the mining company and work 
great damage to the creditors of the cor- 
poration, 

The important petition for injunction was 
filed by Mr. Burton Smith a few days ago. 
He represents the Bell-Armistead Company, 
of New York, bondholders. He asked the 
court to restrain the Metrepolitan ‘Trust 
Company from selling the stocks and also 
petitions the court to make the trust com- 
pany parties to the suit of the Sibley Man- 
ufacturing Company vs. The Georgia Min- 
ing, Manufacturing and Investment Com- 
pany. Both petitions are denied and the 
court declines to grant a decree ordering 
the sale of all the property in a lump as 
asked for. 

Judge Lumpkin’s Decision. 


Judge Lumpkin cites a large number of 
authorities in his decision, and he makes 
an exhaustive review of the matter, The 
decision, in part, follows: 

“In the Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia—The Sibly Manufacturing Com- 
pany et al. vs. the Georgia Mining, Man- 
ufacturing and Investment Company 
et al.: 

“The Bellarmistead Manufacturing Com- 
pany filed its petition setting out, in 
brief, that the Georgia Mining, Manufact- 
uring and Investment Company had been 
the owner of a large amount of stock in 
certain companies, and that it had a lease 
of the lands and properties of those com- 
panies; that the Georgia Mining, Manufact- 
uring and Investment Company issued 
bonds, and to secure those bonds had made 
a trust deed transferring to the Metro- 
politan Trust Company, of the state of 
New York, all of the stock. which it held, 
except a small amount, and also certain 
bonds of the individual companies, which 
it likewise held, with certain powers in 
the trust deed. Among the powers so 
specified were the following: 

“‘If at any time hereafter, 
mand, the said party of the first part 
shall make default, or neglect, refuse or 
omit to pay interest upon any of the said 
bonds as therein provided, or to pay any 
installment of sinking fund when and as 
the same shall become due, as_ hereinafter 
provided, and such default shall continue 
for three months after the said interest or 
sinking fund shall become due and paya- 
ble as aforesaid; or shall, after demand, 
make default, or neglect, refuse or omit to 
pay the principal sum of each and all 
the said bonds intended to be hereby se- 
cured, for any period exceeding three 
months after the same shall become due 
and payable as aforesaid, then and in ei- 
ther of such cases as it shall be the duty 
of the trustee, the said party of the sec- 
ond part, or whoever may be the trustee 
or trustees fo the time being under this 
indenture, upon the written request of the 
hotders of one-fourth in amount of the 
said bonds outstanding and unpaid, to give 
notice by advertisement in two daily pa- 
pers, one published in the city of New 
York and the other in Atlanta, Ga., of the 
sale of the stocks hereby pledged; and 
upon the expiration of said notices by ad- 
vertisements, to sell at public sale, for the 
best price that can be obtained therefor, 
the whole of the stocks hereby pledged, or 
substi€uted for those pledged as herein 
provided and not previously released un- 
der the terms of this trust, or such por- 
tions thereof as mray be necessary to pay 
the said bonds and all arrears of interest 
thereon, and all expenses attending as well 
the execution of this trust as the said sale, 
and any other costs and charges that may 
be necessarily incurred in consequence of 
such sale, in such lots or parcels, however, 
as the trustee or trustees may deem most 
beneficial, and with authority to the said 
trustee or trustees for the time being to 
adjourn, from time to time, the sale of 
the whole or any part of the said securi- 
ties, in their discretion, and make, exe- 
cute and deliver to the purchaser or pur- 
chasers the necessary transfer and con- 
veyance therefor, freed from all and every 
the trusts hereby created, and without lia- 
bility on tne part of the purchaser to see 
to the application of the purchase money, 
and shall and will hold the moneys which 
nfay, by reason of any such sale, come into 
the hands of the said trustee for the time 
being, as the same shall! be received, for 
payment in the first place, of the inter- 
est due on the said recited bonds respect- 
ively in full, and in the second place, 
to the payment and discharge of the prin- 
cipal sums of said recited bonds to the 
several holders thereof in full, if suffi- 
cient for that purpose; but if not, then 
to and among the several holders thereof 
pro rata, so that no priority. shal! be giv- 
en to any bond or bonds which shall have 
been issued as aforesaid and secured by 
this deed of trust, and be then outstand- 


ing,’ etc. 
What the Case Is. 

“It is alleged that the trustee is pro- 
ceeding to sell these bonds in the state 
of New York, having inserted an adver- 
tisement in a newspaper in New York, 
and also in one in Atlanta. It is not con- 
tended that the company has complied with 
its contract and paid its interest, or that 
default has not been mrade, nor is it shown 
that a proper demand has not been made 
upon the comfpany. The real purpose of 
the application is to enjoin the trustee from 
seliing the stocks in New York, and to 
compel them to be brought into this liti- 
gation and administered here. It is 
also asked to enjoin the holders of the 
bonds from proceeding to have a sale, or 
from taking part in it. The Sibley Manu- 
facturing Company joins substantially in 
this proceeding. It is resisted by others.

Why the Petition Is Denied. 


“This is the second effort which has been 
made in this litigation to bring the Mtro- 
politan Trust Company before this court. 
Once before an application Was made for 
the purpose, and denied onAuly 3d last, on 
the ground that the court had no jurisdic- 
tion of that company. A new state of facts, 
however, growing out of the proceeding to 
sell the stock, has arisen, and again it is 
sought to bring that company and the 
bondholders, before the court, to enjoin the 
sale of the stocks, and to administer them 
and the bonds thrueugh the receiver of this 
court. Two principal grounds of objection 
are urged against the order asked: First. 
because this court is without jurisdiction to 
enjoin the trustee, or to compel it to come 
within the jurisdiction of the state and 
litigate here and, second, because it the 
parties were all within ‘the jurisdiction, the 
stocks and bonds having been transferred 
as security for the bonds issued by the 
Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and Invest- 
ment Company, they could not be taken 
out of the hands of the creditors sp secured, 
or their trustee, without redeemire them. 

“I take up these two objections in their 
order. In the cate of Hazlehurst, et al. v. 
The Savannah and Southern Railroad Com- 
pany, et al, 43 Ga. 15, the seventh head note 
reads as follows: 

“A court of equity of this state will not 
enjoin non-residents of the state, who are 
not, and cannot be served with process, 
and who are outside of its boundaries, from 
doing acts of a personal character beyond 
the State lines and beyond the jursdiction 
of its process, for contempt of its order.’ 

“It is urged by counsel that it would be 
very beneficial to bring these en- 
tire bonds into this litigation, and 
to administer them here, because, 
it is said, a sale of the stocks and bonds 
along with the leasehold interests would be 
quite advantageous to creditors, other than 
the trustee and the bondholders who are 
proceeding to cause sale. On page 58 of the 
43 Ga, Judge McCay rendering the decision, 
uses the following language: 

‘“**But we do not see how it is possible 
for a chancellor in this state to enjoin 
a non-resident who has fiot been served 
with process by some officer of this siate 
from doing an act in the state of New 
York. We greatiy regret that this is the 
pase. These bonds thhave been illegally 
used, and we should be very glad to lay 
our hands upon them. But the desire to do 
this cannot change the settled law of the 
case. Unless the parties can be served, our 
courts cannot contro] them by injunction.’ 

‘Thus, it will be seen that, in the case 
cited, although the supreme court thought 
that the bonds were illegally used, they 
denied the application to enjoin such non- 
re residents from doing an act in the state 
of New York, for want of jurisdiction, or 
ability to enforce the injunction, if grant- 
ed, beyond the gtate lines.” 

Judge Lumpkin’s Order. 

Judge Lumpkin's order refusing the ap- 
plication for injunction was attached to the 
papers in the case as follows: 

“Upon consideration of the petition for 
injunction in the foregoing matter, and af- 
ter hearing argument of counsel and duly 
considering the evidence, it is ordered, 
cqusidered and adjudged that the said ap- 
plication be, and the same is hereby over- 
ruled, and the injunction prayed for is re- 
fused. The reason for the court’s action 
in this matter is fully set forth in a sepa- 


rate opinion filed therein.’”’

CLAY TALKS OF THE OUTLOOK 


Next Twenty Days Will Be Lively 


Ones in Georgia. 


NEWS AND GOSSIP OF STATE POLITICS 


Passing Reference to the Question of 
Managers—Georgia Will An- 
swer Maine. 


“Tl am not at all surprised at the result 
in Maine.’ said Chairman Clay last even- 
ing. “Indeed, if the republican majority 
hed been much larger we would not have 
been surprised nor could it have been taken 
as indicating the sentiment of other states 
and other sections. In the conditions that 
have existed before this present cainpaign, 
the Maine might have been re- 
garded as meaning something—though 
Maine has never had any appreciable ef- 
fect on any other state; but in this cam- 
paign it means absolutely nothing. 

“The democratic managers have 
had their eyes on Maine with any expec- 
tancy. We have never for a minute 
though. it possible for us to get an elec- 
toral vote in New England. We concede 
every state in that section to the repub- 
licans this year. With another six months’ 
agitation and discussion of the financial 
question in those states, I believe the re- 
sult would be different, for the cause of 
silver restoration is the cause of the people 
there as, well as in the south and west. 
3ut the agitation which has so permeated 
the south and west has not reached 
Maine; the people have not had the oppor- 
tunity of studying the question like we 
have—they are still in darkness. Consider-

had a right to expect. Just as Arkansas 
answered Vermont, so will Georgia answer 
Maine.

Registration Books Close Wednesday. 

Tomorrow will bring the registration of 
voters in Georgia to a close. 

Just two days remain, 
which democrats may secure the right to 
vote by having their names placed upon 
the list of qualified voters.

Chairman Clay urges every democrat to 
see that his name is on the roll. 

‘“T have just heard from Attorney General 
Terrell,” said the chairman yesterday 
morning, ‘‘and he confirms the opinion Wea 
have had that the registration books close 
on the 16th. It is necessary for the mem- 
bers of the county committees to make a 
strong effort during Tuesday and Wednes- 
day to get every democrat who has not 
already registered to do so before the books 
close. It is not obligatory upon the tax 
collectors to keep their offices open after 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, but they may 
keep them open as late as midnight of 
Wednesday.’”’ 

What Attorney General Terrell Says. 

“T have submitted no written opinion 
upon the question of the closing of the 
registration books,” said Attorney General 
Terrell yesterday afternoon, ‘‘as it does 
not seem to be at all necessary. The law 
seems to be perfectly clear. Section 4 of 
the general registration law provides that 
the special period for registration shall 
begin fifty days before the election and 
continue for thirty days. The date of the 
state election in October is the 7th, hence 
the special period for registration com- 
menced on the 18th day of August and 
will continue for thirty days—the lust day 
being the 16th. 

“During this special period the law re- 
quires the tax collector to keep the booKs 
open between the hours of 9 a. m. and 4 
p. m., but the collector may allow the pvo- 
ple to register at other hours. While the 
tax collector is authorizéd to close the 
books at 4 o'clock p. m., on the 16th day 
of September, yet that officer may in his 
discretion keep the books open for registra- 
tion until midnight of September 16th, and 
as there has been some doubt In the public 
mind as to whether the 16th or lith was 
the last day, I think it would be proper and 
right for all the tax collectors throughout 
the state to hold the books open until mid- 
night of September 16th.”’

became free buyers. The large shipments 
from Duluth—663,000 bushels—reported sates 
of 100,000 bushels. No. 2 red for export at 
St. Louis and the firmness of tie Liver- 
pool market, which closed “4d higher, were 
the bull items. While the selling nbove 0c 
seems to be large, there was exceedingly 
good buying on the break, and the theory is 
that some of the old time bulls are again 
under the market. It would seem hard to 
advance prices materially so lung as the 
northwestern movement continues So 
heavy, but if the buying continues there 
will doubtless be a further bulge. 

Corn has shown marked strength, the 
principal buying being some of the large 
shorts. The export demand, as noted Sat- 
urday, is extraordinarily large and ts y;rov- 
ing a factor. The visible decreased 774,000 
bushels. 

Notwithstanding the heavy receipts of 
hogs, the provision market was firm, clos- 
ing u trifle higher than Saturday. Alvut 
the only feature noted was some buying by 
packers against cash sales.

The Cereal Situation. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

During the greater part of this week the 
wheat narkets of this country ruled dull 
ard about steady. Advices of steady LKuro- 
pean markets and anticipation of a builish 
government report sustained prices in spite 
of the heavy receipts of spring wheat, and 
on Friday and Saturday there Was a mod- 
erate raily. ‘The stat:stical situatios. of 
supplies, according to the estimates of crops 
harvested in this and other countries, is 
decidedly strong and developments as the 
season advances are quite hKely to prove 
favorable to values, but so long as -the 
present big movement from the jiuterior 
contiues Oniy temporary railies are expected 
unless a larger export business is done. 

The agricultural department's report un 
the condition of Wheat at harvest time 
was variously construed by different sta- 
tisticians as indicating a crop of 395,000,000 
to 410,000,000 bushels, but the recollection 
that the corresponding report last year 
indicated a yield of only 383,000,000 to 403,000,- 
000 bushels, whereas tne final government 
estimate was 467,000,000 bushels, tended to 
deprive this report of nearly all foree as a 
speculative stimulant. It will be remem- 
bered that Thoman estimates the total 
crop this season at 420,000,000 bushels, while 
Mr. Snow places it at about 485,000,000 bush- 
els. Which one of these reports will ulti- 
mately prove nearest correct is a matter 
which every one must judge for himself, 
and he will probably be wise not to base 
any very extensive speculations on the 
accuracy Of any of them. So long as pri- 
mary receiptS are as large as at present 
there is little danger of a scarcity of sup- 
plies in this country, and unless Europe 
takes American wheat more freely tne 
operator who buys on the rallies may have 
to exercise some patience to secure a profit. 
The outside Seta ork ng demand continues 
light, but the finafticial situation is not so 
discouraging now and any material decrease 
in receipts would probably inspire a greater 
interest in the wheat market. It is reason- 
able to expect a fair but cautious Kuropean 
demand for American wheat during the 
next two or three giontts, hence the vol- 
ume of primary receipts is likely to be the 
most important feature in the speculative 
situation. 

The movement at present fs certainly 
larger than expected. Some claim that the 
stocks in Northwestern country elevators 
are belng drawn upon and that the present 
movement does not represent farmers’ de- 
liveries and will soon fall off. It is not 
probable, however, that farmers’ deliveries 
have reached their maximum and the con- 
ditions that have hastened the marketing 
of wheat for the past few weeks are likely 
to make a large movement for some time 
to come. 

Trade and statistical uevelopments are 
not very stimulating at present. The large 
visible supply in this country is being in- 
creased more rapidly than is satisfactory, 
notwithsianding the liberal export clear- 
ances. and European supplies are increas- 
ing. Winter wheat markets still show com 
siderable healthy strength, but in- Chicago 
the premium on winter wheat has been 
reduced. As a rule, however, the cash 
wheat markets throghout the country 
show a good undertone. The flour trade is 
only moderately active.

The Atianta Turn Verein has had a split.

SOLVED BY A NEW YORKER. 


The Problem of Transmitting Pictures 
by Electricity. 
From The New York Herald. 

The great problem of transmitting im- 
ages by electricity has been solved, accord- 
ing to the story told by Charles B. Davis, 
a chemist, of No. 220 West One Hundred 
and Thirty-fourth street. 

“To transmit pictures by electricity and 
to convey light so that objects at any dis- 
tance can be seen, are problems that scien- 
tific men have been working on for some 
time,’ sajd Mr. Davis. “The highest 
scientific authority has declared the pos- 
sibility of such things. Now I can say that 
the transmission of images by the means 
of electricity has been accomplished. This 
is not a statement of a theory, but a fact. 
I have duplicated pictures over a hundred 
feet of wire. A hundred feet establishes 
the fact as well as 10,000 miles would, and 
if it is possible to transmit images over a 
foot of wire they can be carried around 
the world just as well as telegraphic mes- 
sages can be conveyed that distance. 

“Success has rewarded my efforts and 
that is my compensation. I have no desire 
to patent right my discovery or invention, 
but am willing the world shall have it: 
therefore I am ready to give full details 
and reserve nothing as a secret. Any 
curiosity seeker or scientific investigator 
can repeat my experiments and prove to 
his satisfaction that the results are what 
I claim.” 

Mr, Davis gave a detailed description of 
the apparatus and process, which is easily 
understood, At one end is the object. whose 
image is to be transmitted, standing in 
front of @n ordinary photographic camera. 
At the wher of the camera, instead of the 
usual seneitive plate, 1s a bunch of 2 
wires close together, but not touching, with 
their ends held in the meshes o1 a Seive 
and the other ends coming together and 
extended by a single wire the desired dis- 
tance to the receiver. At the receiving end 
is a similar bunch of wires, radiating from 
the end of the single connecting wire, 
their ends held by a sieve the same 
other end. 

Above the wires at the receiving 
a hinged coppér plate that can be 
to rest over the ends of the wires.

“It was two years ago that I started on 
my experiments,”’ said Mr. Davis. “I knew 
that. 1 must tind some substance sensitive 
to light.and which would remain quiescent 
in the dark: a substance that would, when 
in an eleetric circuit, transmit a current 
proportionate in strength to the amount of 
light that fell on it.

Mr. St. John says that ‘the Southern 
has absorbed, by stock ownership or oth- 
erwise, the Macon and Birmingham, the 
Georgia Southern and Florida, the Geor- 
Sila Midland and Gulf, and it is said con- 
trols the Columbus Southern.’ 

‘The Southern Railway Conrpany has 
lawfully leased the Georgia Midland, but 
it does not own a share of stock. nor does 
it control the Macon and Birmingham rord., 
It owns an interest in the Georgia: South- 
ern and Florida, as stated, but not a con- 
trol. It does not control the Columbus 
Seuthern, which road is in the hands of a 
receiver 

“I may say that in mty opinion the South- 
ern would have a perfect right, under the 
laws of Georgia, to own all these rail- 
rouds if it so Cesired. 

“From these statements your honorable 
commission can judge as to how far the 
Sensational and incendiary statements 
made in Mr. St. John’s communication 
are entitled to acceptance by yourselves 
or by citizens of Georgia. 

“In the general attitude which he as- 
Sumes as self-constituted defender of the 
laws of Georgia, and as public censor of 
those whom he would have you believe are 
endeavoring to infringe them, and as sole 
champion of that competition which the 
constitution and the laws of Georgia guar- 
antee to her citizens, he is as little enti- 
tled to your respect and confidence as are 
his utterances above quoted. 

“He claims your support and that of the 
people of Georgia in his reckless efforts to 
destroy property, on the ground that such 
support is necessary to the continuance 
of lawful competition. 

“He would have you believe that the 
present havoc in revenues and the general 
disturbance of business relations, whether 
competitive or otherwise, throughout the 
State and the entire south, which his com- 
pany has inaugurated and is still continu- 
ing, are but the mranifestations of his de- 
sire to protect the people of Georgia from 
threatened monopoly.

So recently as the 
beginning of the movement of the last 
cotton crop, he was a party by agreement 
to the physical apportionment of that traf- 
fic. He withdrew the Seaboard Air-Line 
from the Southern States Freight Associa- 
tion, and, consequently, from the agree- 
ment for such apportionment, for the sole 
allered reason that the association had not 
elected a permanent board of arbitration, 
and this occurred at the same time as, 
and in direct connection with, the Svea- 
board’s appeal to arbitration upon the per- 
centage of such apportionment, and when 
the Seaboard Air-Line had no other case 
awaiting arbitrators’ decision.

“These frauds were proven, and the Sea- 
board Air-Line made restitution {n money 
to its defrauded connections. 

Not After a Monopoly. 

‘Mr. St. John’s statement as to the 
threatened danger to the stale’s property, 
the Western and Atlantic’ railroad, fs 
scarcely worthy of a denial. The unex- 
pired term of the present lease is a suf- 
ficient safeguard for some time to come. 
and with the continued ownership by the 
Louisville and Nashville Company in the 
lease of the Georgia railroad, no fear will 
be created with you or with the people of 
Georgia that the earning power and value 
of the Western and Atlantic will fall so 
low that the state authorities will be un- 
able to amply protect the state's property 
at the expiration of the lease. 

“T beg to assure your honorable commis- 
zion that the Soutkern Railway Company 
is not, and does not intvnd to be, a violator 
of the laws of Georgia. Any statement to 
that effect is entirely gratuitous and un- 
true. It has acquired no railroads in the 
state of Georgia which it has not a perfect 
right to control and operate under the law» 
of your state. 

“Tt holds itself amenable to those laws, 
and is ready and willing at all times to 
have its acts submitted to and passed upon 
by the courts or other tribunals of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, and it asks your honora- 
ble commission and the people of Georgia

“It has no desire to monopolize the busi- 
ness of Georgia, or, as Mr. St. John would 
have you believe, to oppress or injure its 
competitors or any other vested interese 
within or without the state. Quite the con- 
trary, it recognizes, to the fullest degree, 
that its own success is dependent upon the 
prosperity of all these interests and of the 
communities which it serves. 

“If, as Mr. St. John asks you to believe, 
the purpose of the Southern Railway Com- 
puny was to crush out and injure the Sea- 
board Air-Line, it would not have surren- 
dered voluntarily as it did the lease of the 
Northeastern Railroad of Georgia, which 
tapped most effectively the next to the larg- 
est business center of the state of Georgia 
reached by the Seaboard Air-Line. There 
is no place where so much injury could 
have been inflicted upon the Seaboard at 
SO little cost. 

“The Southern Railway Company has 
made no-objections to competition when 
conducted fairly and openly upon business 
principles, and it has never sought to sup- 
press it. 

“Its relations to its competitors through- 
Out the southern territory to-day are 
abundant testimony upon this point. 

“It has done nothing in jts history to 
oppress any interest, and I] challenge Mr. 
St. John or any one else to produce any 
evidence or a desire upon its part to do 
so. It has not raised the rates at any point, 
and it has not attempted to control them; 
and it is impossible to conceive that any 
acquisition or combination by it of lines in 
the south could be sufficiently strong to 
exercise an absolute control 
at any point.

self a fool. There can be no ciearer proof 
of what would be the futility of such ef-

Georgia Southern and Florida. 

“Mr. St. John complains that the Macon 
and Northern and the Georgia Southern 
and Florida are not made parts of through 
lines with his. 

“The Macon and Northern was (“[for 
months after the insolvency of the Central 
and the Richmond and Danville in the con- 
trol of its bondholders entirely free and in- 
dependent of either corporation. The con- 
trolling bondholder during this period was 
the especial friend and financial supporter 
of the Seaboard Air-Line, the banker who 
floated the bonds to build the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern. The managers of 
the Seaboard Air-Line will not deny that 
the property was offered to them in prefer- 
ence to the Central. For reasons best known 
to them, they did not secure it, although it 
was a legitimate extension of their line to 
Macon. 

“Until about a year ago the Southern 
Railway Company owned no interest what- 
ever in the Georgia Southern and Florida. 
That property was in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, its reorganization was being con- 
ducted by a committee, one member of 
which was a director in thé Seaboard Air- 
Line, and another the president of the 
Trust Company which is the-chief sup- 
porter and ally of the Seaboard Air-Line in 
Baltimore. The Seaboard Air-Line then had 
ample opportunity to make the investment 
in the Georgia Southern and Florida which 
was afterwards made by the Southern. This 
the Seaboard a line 10 
Florida. :

“The Southern Railway 
made its investments in these properties 
openly and in good faith, has materially 
improved and is still improving all of them 
which it controls with much benefit to the 
public, and so far without compensation 
to itself. 

“If the Seaboard Air-Line does not or 
cannct avail of its opportunities to enlarge 
its facilities and increase its business, it 
should not make public wails because 
others are more fortunate or more pro- 
gressive.

There was delight at populist headquar- 
ters yesterday; huge bundles of it. 

The roseate countenance of Chairman 
John Cunningham was Kindled with a 
smile of mammoth proportions. J. L, Sib- 
ley walked down Wall street with a tumin- 
eus @xpression of frenzied joy. 

“It’s the majority,” he said, “the big ma- 
jority.” 

The mention of Sewall’'s name caused 
the cherry cheeks of the chairman to 
quiver and he emitted huge roars expres- 
sive of the idea that Maine had pulled up 


‘a big majority. 


Georgia populists have had their eyes on 
Maine for the last month. It is said that 
Watson first suggested the idea that if 
Maine was carried by the republicans with 
a large increase in. the majority Sewall 
would announce his decision to Withdraw 
from the ticket. The populists down in 
this part of the country have accepted 
without question this proposition. They 
have been looking eagerly for the day to 
come when it would be announced to the 
world that Tom Watson was the only 
candidate on the ticket for vice president, 
and they have been looking forward to the 
result of the election in Maine to hasten 
that result. None of the oft repeated state- 
ments of Sewall that under no circum- 
stances or conditions would he withdraw 
from the race have been accepted by the 
Georgia populists. They have fixed their 
faith upon the @ryan-Watson ticket and 
declare that it must eventually come, 

‘Watson will surely be the final choice 
of the people,” insisted Chairman Cunning- 
ham yesterday. ‘Mr. Sewall will come 
down. The election in Maine will force 
him out of the field. Jle may not announce 
at once that he ts off, but his decision to 
retire will come. 

This is the belief of all Georgia populists. 


When Watson Comes Back. 


Tom Watson will not be back until Sep- 
tember 23d. On that day he is slated for 
a ‘speech in Atlanta, and until that time 
he will remain, it is said, on his western 
trip. No authentic information of what 
plans he has made has reached populist 
headquarters. He is now heading towards 
Colorado and will in the end make his 
way, it is said, to the very heath of Bryan. 

This will be fhe fruition of the original 
plans of Watson. At that time Bryan will 
be in the east on his second tour, The 
two candidates will probably meet. This, 
it is said, is what the national populist 
committee is planning for. 

In the meantime Mr. Watson and Mr. 
3ryan will be notified of the nomination. 
The letters of notification have been writ- 


| ten and will he delivered within the next 


week, according to the statement of 
Chairman Butler.

SUDDENLY MADE RICH. 


A New York Barber Unexpectedly 
Falls Heir to $25,000.

Philip Nenuecker, a barber forty years 
old, who lives in a flat at Twenty-ninth 
street and Second avenue, yesterday re- 
ceived word that he had fallen heir to 
$25.000 by the death of his sister in Peru, 
Cook county, Illinois. 

Nenuecker, whose parents came to this 
city from Germany in 1849 and settied in 
Houston street, was born there February 
27, 1856. Twelve years later his mother died 
and his father married again. fe had a 
sister, Hannah, two years his junior, and, 
inasmuch as the children did not get along 
well with his stepmother, both were placed 
in a juvenile asylum.

From that day until yesterday neither 
heard a word of the other, Meanwhile 
the girl, grown to womanhood, married, 
and two vears ago her husband died, leav- 
ing her $25,000. A short time afterwards 
she passed away and left all her property 
to her brother. 

The estate was placed in the hands of 
William Dwight, a Chicago lawyer, but 
although he advertised extensively, Philip 
Nenuecker never heard of his good fortune 
until Detective S. A. Elwell, of No. 609 
Gates avenue, Brooklyn, told him of it.
